Meeting of the Men at Turners’ Hall— 


The Procession—Talk With the 
Police Commissioners. 


The strikers passed a very quiet dav yester- 
day. A meeting was held at Turner 
Hall, at which the principal event 
was the arrival of a large 
Franklin avenue delegation. There was no 
disturbance of any importance, the crowds on 
the street being muchless frequent than on 
Saturday. Tue Railroad Ofticials and 
the general public are still at 
the mercy of the streetjcar men. With 
one exception not a singe line save 
the Benton-Bellefontaine ran out a car this 
morning. The exception was a solitary car 
that left the north end of the Fifth Street Line 
about9a.m. Themen all assembled at the 


barn at starting time, but with no in- 
tention of going to work. At the 


Market street stables the foreman 
and night watchman went through the hollow 


ceremony of hauling acaroutupon the track 
and asking any of the men if they were ready 
to takeitout. At the Olive street stables, 
Roa Wells was present very early 
but made no attempt to get out a car. The 
sume was true at all other barns. It is stated 
that Messrs. Wells and others are of the opin- 
jon that the city is responsible to them for the 
oss incurred by the stoppages, and that heavy 
damage suits will soon be in order. The

eA communication was read from the Frank- 
lin Avenue men, asking admission to the 
Union, and they were invited to go into the 
back room and sign the roll. The Franklin 
Avenue Line was not very enthusiastic in*the 
strike. Only a few men went up into the ante- 
chamber. 

Wm. Lee, of the Lindell Extension, told the 
meeting about aninterview with Mr. Maxon, 
in which that gentleman said that he was 
willing to pay as well or better than 
any other line in the city, but that 
he would not submit to dictation. Mr. 
Lee went on to say what he thought of the 
man who would go back on the Union, and 
alter he had completed a very elaborate 
metaphor it became evident that he didn’t 
think very much of the class. 

Marion Roberts,of the Franklin Avenue Line, 
took a shy at the meeting, but made his 
speech very brief. 

Martin Flanagan, of the Sixteenth 
Street Line, also made 4 few 
remarks. A singular fact was the stage fright 
which seized each amateur as he came for- 
ward. A conductor would get up on the plat- 
form with confidence in his eye and a long 
speech on his tongue and then when he con- 
fronted his brethren it would all ooze away 
and he would say aboutten words and subside. 

Happy Jack Noonan was an excep- 
tion to this rule however. He took 
up the card of the street 
car presidents and analysed it with much hu 
mor. Hespokeof the permanent nature of 
the employment and habits engendered by the 
steady work, and when he concluded was hon- 
ored with a salvo of cheers. 

Mr. Fogan brought in the report of the Exe- 
cutive Committee who applied to the Chief of 
Police for a squad of mounted officers 
to head the procession. Mr. Cupples received 
the committee very kindly and said that he 
would prefer not to send the police out; he 
would distribute officers along the line of 
march, however, and hoped that the strikers 
would co-operate with them in the preserva 
tion of order. This was promised heartily and 
no breach of the peace will be permitted at all. 

It was stated that the plan arranged at the 
conference of Police Commissioners and Street 
Car Superintendents wasthis. Several hund- 
red special policemen are to be swornin, two 
of whom will be put upon each car of the 
boycotted lines to protect the conductors and 
drivers, who it is thought will 
have been secured by that time. It is also 
rumored that conductors and drivers are to be 
themselves swornin as specials. Of course 
all the expense ofeither of these projects will 
be borne by the companies. The Strike Execu- 
tive Committee will apply for an injunction 
and fight the thing through legally. 

If this policing scheme is adopted it will go 
into effect on Wednesday morning. The 
meeting adjourned until 3 o'clock. 

A REQUEST. 

The Executive Committee of the Drivers’ 
and Conductors’ Union request all transfer 
companies and the owners of cubs, wagons, 
furniture cars, ete., to take their 
vehicles to the termini of the 
different street railways for the 
purpose of carrying passengers to and fro. The 
committee requests the vehicles to run upon 
the railroad tracks andto follow their direc- 
tion. The followingcard will be printed and 
distributed to the drivers of these convey- 
ances: ‘‘Citizens, ride in this wagon. Fare 
only tive and ten cents.“ Two busses wiil 
be run this afternoon from the corner of 
Fourth and Chestuut ttreets to tne terminus of 
the extension of the People’s Ruilway or 
rourth Street Line. The busses will continue 
running until street car travel is restored. 

A TALK WITH VICE-PRESIDENT CUPPLES. 
In regard to the probable action of the Police 
Boaid this afternoon, there is much specula- 
tion. Mr. 
SAMUEL CUPPLES, ; 

the Vice-President, was seen this afternoon, 
and asked about the future policy of the Board 
towards the strikers. ‘‘Well,’’ said Mr. Cup- 
ples, ‘‘we know no sides in this matter, and we 
will simply endeavor to. keep the peace. I 
have ordered the police to be entirely non- 
partisan in this matter andto do nothing that 
would look like favoring either side.’’ 

‘‘Suppose the managers of the lines should 
decide to run the cars, what would be done?“ 

Simply preserve the peace to the best of our 
ability. We can give no as- 
sistance to either side. Our duty 
consists in seeing that no citizen 
or class of citizens break the laws, nothing 
more. 

Mr. Cupples said that a committee from the 
stiikers had just waited upon him, asking a 
police escort for the procession. He told the 
comunittee to go on with the procession and he 
would see that police enough were stationed 
nlong the route to arrest any man who interfer- 


ed with it 

MR. E. C. SIMMONS 
was also non-committal, and would say noth- 
ing about what would be dofe, any more than 
that the Board would do its full duty in the 
premises. 


Strike Notes. 


Mr. Frank Ellis, proprietor of the Commer- 
clul Excnunge saloon, 406-408 Locust street, will 
donate the entire receipts of his saloon to-day 
to the strikers’ fund. He desires the com- 
mittee to call on him to-morrow morning and 
recetve the money. 


At Chouteau and Compton avenues this 
morning at 5:30 a colored furniture wagon man 
named Johnson improvised his wagon in- 
to a Kind of street car, and hauledin a crowd 
of persons at 10 cents per head. The crowd in 
the wagon enjoyed the ride immensely, and 
on the way received cheees and applause, par- 
ticularly from squads of the strikers.

THE POLICE AND THE STRIKE. 


Dissatisfaction in the Board Respecting the 
Chief’s Inactivity. 

The Police Commissioners are trying to find 
out whose fault it was that the riotous demon- 
strations along Pine and Ninth streets lasted 
for hours on Saturday before the crowd was 
dispersed. Asquadof mounted men would 
have cleared the thoroughfares, they say, ia 
fifteen minutes. Captain Kennett gathered up 
what patrohnen he could find and Police Com- 
missioner Kinkead asserted himself individu- 
ally. It was utterly useless to attempt a check 
on the mob with the force on foot, Dut» 
nota word of reinforcements was heard, al- 
though message after message coaveying in- 
formation of tlre critical situation was seut to 
headquarters. Finally Mr. Kinkead sent a 
personal appeal to Vice President Cupples and 
the latter took upon himselt the du sof the 
chief and ordered down a squad of mounted 
men. In fifteen minutes after their arrival the 
streets were cleared. Whetber justly or not 
twq of the members of the Board are of ths 
opinion that the blame for Saturday's scenes 
4 rest on the Chief of Police, who, 
they say, was an utter nonentity, neither past.

DOWN IN TEXAS. 


A St. Louisan’s Views ot the Empire of 

. the Southwest. 

Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

DaLLASs, TEXAS, April 20, 1881. The good 
people of St. Louis will possibly look 
with surprise upon a letter from this 
far-off section of our countrv; for they would 
hardly suppose that Dallas, outside of its 
crime calendar, could furnish matter suffi- 
cient for a correspondence. Yet one need not 
reside here very long before seeing muvh that 
is both nove) and interesting. Texas is fast 
emerging from that state of primitive wicked- 
ness which has furnished to the ‘masterful’? 
contemporary its choicest bits of scandal, and 
we shall soon have a great commonwealth or- 
ganized and conducted upon the most ap- 
proved plans. There is, of course, much 
room for improvement, but this is a country 
of great possibilities, which the wealth of the 
East and brawny arm of the intrepid immi- 
grant will soon realize. It seems strange to 
me that a greater number of those who seek 
relief from military rule m Europe and 
crowded cities of Eastern States have 
not turned their steps hitherward 
and secure what to the most 
determined and prejudiced skeptic will al- 
ways appear the poor man’s paradise. Op- 
portunities here are as unlimited as the re- 
sources are vast and yielding. Fuel is plen- 
tiful, and water, as à rule, good and in suffi. 
cient quantity. Iwill not speak of the vast 
tracts of uncultivated lands which Texas of- 
fers to the man of moderate means but of 
earnest purpose—that would be eneroaching 
upon tbe prerogatives of our modest land 
agents, who usually belittle their own and 
extol their competitor’s concessions. The 
climate of this glorious State would of itself 
form the most enrapturing theme for your 
correspondent. While vouin St. Louis are 
enduring the severities of a prolonged winter 
and the agonizing uupleasantness of an un- 
godly spring, we are permitted to sniff the 
balmy breezes, not of orange groves and un- 
fathomable swamps, but the breezes which 
come to us wafted from the boundless extent 
of rolling prairjes. ‘le sky here is the purest 
that Lever saw and the bright, unciouded 
sunlight during the day would infuse glad- 
ness into the most confirmed hypochondriac. 
And again, what lovely moonlights! Did the 
jeunesse doree of St. Louis ever experience 
thut instinct of persuasion which the mel- 
low ligüt of a brilliant moon carries to the 
soul of the hopful young mau? A mooulight 
ride upon the broad prairies, with the gen- 
tle zephys sighing through the drooping 
grass, pours a flood of joy into the soul and 
tinges the imagination with visions of elysian 
bliss, while the heart is reminded of several 
passages in the good book where one is told 
that it is not good for man to be alone? As 
the writer is of the male persuasion, he will 
leave Wholly to the imagination of your fem- 
inine readers the pleasant sensations a moon- 
light ride in this country affords to the gen- 
tler sex, who have much attention lavished 
upon them by their admirers. 

Dallas, after all, is not such an out-of-the- 
way place and is rendily reached 
by several lines of railroads. The Missouri 
Pacificis probably the most direct route and 
leads you over the old M., K. and T., from 
Sedalia, through the beautiful Indian Terri- 
torv to Denison, just beyond Red River. Our 
friend, Brown, is the original inventor, I be- 
lieve, of the facetious qualification beautiful, 
which, by prescription, belongs to the Indian 
Territory. Theride through the Territory 
is at best a dreary one andthe accommoda- 
tions along the line of the primitive sort. Sta- 
tions are very far apart, and the usual bustle 
and distraction tobe met with at these cen- 
ters of trade are here entirely wanting. The 
road cannot hope for an early development of 
this vast tract of land, for the Government 
seems pretty determined in its opposition to 
white settlement. Yet it would be hard to 
conceive a more charming stretch of unde- 
veloped country. A rich vein of excellent 
coz], Which follows the line of the railroad, 
would supply fuel in abundance tothe settler, 
and the almost boundless pastures to the west 
would divert those not inclined to agricultur- 
al pursuits to the profitable occupation of 
raising cattle or sheep. The Government is 
making a huge mistake in thus shutting off 
to the man of eager industry what would be 
the most presperous section of our great 
country. There is absolutely no advantage to 
be derived by limiting the occupancy of this 
rich soil to the bandful of half- breeds, who 
seem to have no higher aim in lite than that 
of drinking bad whisky and lounging around 
the depots—a continual nuisance to those 
who would differ from them by showingsome 
sign of self-respectin being self-supporting. 

ut with all its shrewd precautions, the 
Government will always find itself thwarted 
in its movements to prevent white coloniza- 
tion in the Indian Territory. Could there be 
connivance there,instead of the blissful ignor- 
ance we are led tu suppose exists? Perhaps the 
Secretary of the Interior may volunteer some 
explanation as to the methol by which some 
of the choicest mineral property of the Terri- 
tory is being captured by parties who seem to 
heve a familiar understanding with both 
sides. I recallnow one of the richest coal 
mines of the Indian Territory, which has fall- 
en into the hands of an Irisiman with Yankee 
proclivities.. This man has hada branch road 
constructed from the main track of the Mis- 
souri, Kansas and Texas and supplies nearly 
the whole country with coal, whieh, bytright 
of treaties and governmental dictation, should 
belong to the red man, tobe left undisturbed 
und unexplored. It was the simplest thing in 
the world to acquire the title to this 
stupendous wealth and a sim- 
ple marrlage ceremony transformed 
the alien into a property- holding man, with 
the same prerogatives as the wildest of our 
border Indians, amenable to no law save that 
which can be construed into protection for 
himself and exclusion for others not so favor- 
ed matrimonially. There area motley crew 
of three or four hundred men at work in his 
mine and these have never heard of trade 
unions; forthe scanty wages they receive 
must be spent immediately at the owner's 
store, where goods are usually sold at the 
Dutchman’s one per cent profit. But 
we have read of very strange things about 
the conduct of the Governmentin Indian af- 
fairs, and the behavior of many officials have 
alwavs been characterised by that discrimin- 
ation which savors more of jobbery than just 
dealing. 
Anothercommon method resorted to by these 
‘keen white men to evade the laws of the Indian 
Nation is to enter into partnership withan In- 
dian—the white man, of course being a silent 
artner. In other words, the scheme is run 
n the Indian’s name, the white man drawing 
all the profits and paying only a small mon h- 
ly consideration for the use of somebody else’s 
name. Why could not the Government work 
openly in the matter and oben the territory 
for settlement, selling the land outright and 
applying the proceeds to the sustenance of 
the lazy tribes, which even now it supports 
in complete idleness? Though Iam a great 
champion of the Indian's rights, it would 
seemtomeas if this great Government was 
swallowing the historical camel. 

A ride through the Indian Territory will al- 
Ways reveal to the observant mind 
some strange types of the buman 
family and the traveler will be entertained 
with the recital of very strange adventures, 
He will be told tales of wonderful breeds of 
hogs, Which are called Indian hogs for-short, 
and which are endowed with extremely pe- 
euliar characteristics. These hogs, which run 
wild upon the prairies, are as unconscious of 
the benign influences of civiJization as their 
masters were four centuries ago, when the 
present recognized properties of firewater 
were still foreign to their untutored minds. 
They feed upon the Lord only knows what, 
and never seem to change in the least the con- 
dition of their adipose tissue, and are likely to 
be as fat in winter, when the ground is cover- 
ed with snow, as in summer when 
acorns re plentiful and roots are 
well saturated with toothsome 


d a good story was told me in illus- 
tion. Mark Twain might entertain. an 
after dinner party with the theme. I Will 
only state the poſuts briefly.. A Missqurian 
: who was looking about — the Territory 
for a safer and more profi investment 
than his 4 per cents, realized the fact that a 
d speculation might be made in hogs. 
They Were so cheap, and the title to them did 
not rest in any particular tribe or individual. 
So he bought of the first man to whom he 
could proffer his money, 200 head of Indian 
hogs, paying therefor $100 in lawful money. 
Of course at the time of purchase the objects 
of bis investments were very thin—Indian 
hogs are proverbially thin — and 
our sbrewd Missourian figured that a supple- 
mentary disbursement of fifty cents a head for 
corn would increase the avoirdupois of his 
hogs and yield him a quintuple return on his 
| investment. Imagine his astonishment at the 
‘tirst trial he made to imbrue the porcine mind 
with the fact that cornis not very disagree- 
able to the hungry palate. He corraHed the 
animals for days and days and served them 
with the best of our American maize, but he 
might just as well have served them with 
vel from the bed ofthe Meramac River. 
esperate in his attempt, he followed the ad- 
vice of a neighbor and hied him- 
self to the nearest forest to fetch 
a supply of wild onions. These 
were devoured with a greedy relish; but wild 
onions possess not great fattening properties 
and would seem to impart a curious flavor to 
a sugar-cured him. 

Our Missourian might have turned his at- 
tention more profitably to horse-raising, for 
be would soon have discoyered that the gen- 
uine Indianis far more successful than the 
traditional circus trick muleinits attempts 
upon human life, and becomes valuable circus 
property. The Indians raise a species of horse 
which they designate by the very suggestive 
appellation of bucking ponies. The bucking 
operation on the part of these animals comes 
by _ intuition, and is easily re- 
membered by those who have been 
its Victims. When off in a 
steady gallop,the horse|with the greatest pos- 
sible nonchalance willsuddenly take anun- 
usually high spring and without previous 
warning will light upon all four with the 
force of asledge hammer. Ofcourse the ef- 
fect upon the rider is electrical, and the 
readei, whois familiar with the principles of 
gravitation and accelerated velocity, will 
readily conceive that a thick rubber cushion 
just at the point of intersection in the hu- 
man frame wiil be of great convenience to 
riders of Indian ponies. 

Bat tbis is a digression. At Denison the 
traveler bas the choice of a ride over the most 
wonderful road m the countrv—the Houston 
and Texas Central, better knownas the Aa- 
gel Maker.’’ It has been making angels dur- 
ing the whole of last winter, and not a day 
passed by without some xecident. Fortu- 
nately the rate of speed is very limited and 
the accidents are hardly ever of a serious na- 
ture. Itis even hinted at that the engineer, 
just for the fun of the thing, and when so re- 
quested, will increase the speed to seven 
miles an hour and run the train off the track. 
Of course this species of amusement is rather 
expensive, and is not very well appreciated 
by the company, but I have heard 
of strange things, and since I have arrived 
here the recital of a railroad smash-up is 
as flat reading matter to the average Texan 
as the criminal items from Texas exchanges 
are to the G.-D’s. shear tiend and special“ 
compounder. We are promised a thorough 
reorganization of the old Central before long. 
as the near competition of rival roads will 
force it to offer equal inducements in equip- 
ments. : 

Speaking of railroads, the ground was firat 
broken last Monday on the Chicago, Texas 
and Mexican Central Railway, which ere long 
will find its way into the Mexican Capittal 
and open an avenue of wealth to American 
carpet-baggers. The Texas Trunk Railroad 

is being pushed energetically forward and 
the Texas and Pacific is fast making its way 
to the Pacific Ocean. These roads will de- 
velop the country very fast, and the future of 
Texas will depend entirely upon the nature 
of the encouragement she will extend to these 
Eastern enterprises. The State is poor in 
money andis therefore helpless. Outsiders 
only demand her whose tad and moral assist- 
ance, Bad legislation, such as 
have had continuousl for

to deter foreign capital from entering the 
Stute than an army often thousand Mexican 
greasers. Texas needs these railroads. They 
will pay interest on the investment for years 
and years, and a little forbearance on the 
part of the State is about all the projectors 
seek just now until they can bring customers 
down to them and create a paying traffic. 
Should I inflict another letter upon you, I 
shall treat the subject of railroad improve- 
ments seriously and show what advantages 
St. Louis can derive from the several roads 
now in process of construction.

AFTER THE BATTLE. 


The Peruvian Battle Fields When the 
Victory Was Won. 
Cor. San Francisco Call. 

Procuring saddle horses at Lima this writer 
and two companions rode out to the battle- 
fields. Before we reached the spot we could 
smell the stench, as the wind was blowing 
from it toward us. The flies began to bother 
our animals, and we soon reached the first 
subject. It wasa dead cholo, or Peruvian 
Indian, with his rifle and forty or fifty cart- 
ridges lying near; also a bag of mouldy 
bread. He had a bayonet stab in the breast, 
and his Skull was broken in by a blow from a 
musket stock, as it is said the Chilians finish 
their victims in that style. Benzine had been 

oured over this body, and then set on fire. 

‘he flames had run swiftly over, burning 

the clothing and portions of the body, and 
then went out. So there he lay in a half con- 
sumed condition just where he fell a week 
before. We soon found others in the same 
condition, and then groups of five and ten in 
a pile; some on their backs, others lying on 
their face as they were dragged up and flung 
together by the Chilian soldiers. All seemed 
to be with the legs and arms spread out and 
distorted, probably by the action of the ffre. 
In many places the head had been burned off 
ut the neck, and the hands and feet were gone, 
as the fingers and small bones of the feet 
would burn quicker than the larger mass of 
flesh. Wesaw no carrion-eating birds, but 
the flies fairly covered us and everything 
else. We saw many dead and wounded 
borses. Often the latter were standing around 
on three legs, some unable to move, others 
trying to crop a lew spears of grass that grew 
close by. We noticed one large, fine fellow, 
with a hind legatthe ankle almost severed. 
It Was black with flies, and he was slowly dy- 
ing with mortification. Poor, suffering fel- 
low? We tried to fit a cartritge into a Rem- 
ington rifle for the purpose of putting him 
out‘of his misery, but could not. At Mira- 
flores, mounted on an old incahuaea, or tomb, 
we found a Dahlgreen 11-inch smooth bore 
of 1863, weighing over 16,000 pounds. It 
stood solitary and alone out on the plain,with 
its dead gunners lying around. 

Arms were found all over the valley, and 
cartridge-boxes nicely filled, with not a 
cartridge missing, showing that they had 
been cast off and thrown away before the tir- 
ing ofashot. It was actually pitiable to see 
the waste of ammunition here. Everywhere 
in the track of the retreating army the ground 
is thickly s@wn with it. Often we came across 
cases of-ammunition lying in the dust of the 
public road that had never been opened—too 
valueless to carry away. In one place, in a 
mall graveyard where the fight hal raged 
very hot, the unburied dead lay thick on the 
graves, and in a receptacle for a coffin in the 
thick Wall—a sort of large pigeon-hole—we 
saw 2 dead soldier with the feet pro- 
truding from the aperture. He 
had been wounded and crawled in 
to die, thus burying himself before death 
found him. Along the public highway we 
constantly came across bodies, some with a 
little dirt shoveled over them, some half con- 
sumed, and others just as they fell. They 
were on their backs, with arms extended and 
bead thrown back, mouth wide open, and face 
upturned,in a mute appeal to the clear, un- 
pitying sky. The whole —_ is crossed in 
all directions with adobe walls, breast high, 
and from fifteen to eighteen inches thick, and 
in many places, the Peruvians had dug out 
loop holes with their bayonets, and posted 
tield artillery in different places. Now, here 
were the Peruvians in possessionof these natu- 
ral breastworks, breastworks so close together 
that the tine Chilian cavalry could not operate, 
and yet they failed to hold this excellent posi- 
tion. 

At San Juan, where the first battle took 
place, the soldiers of the Esmeralda Regi- 
ment, still encamped there, were collecting 
and burning the dead. We stood near and 
watebed the cremating until the exploding 
cartridges on the bodies caused us to fall 
back in some disorder. The soldiers would 
fasten a rope tothe neck or leg of the corpse 
and drag it careleesly along inthe sand, fol- 
lowed by a procession of flics to the pyre. 
They were laughing and joking and some- 
times growling with each other for hanging 
pack in the traces” and not pulling the right 
share of the load; they would haul it up on 
the pile and go tazily for another, till they got 
the place cleaned out, just as we 
have seen a California farmer dragging 
out and burning logs from his plow land. 

These heart-sickening scenes did not occur 
off on an isolated plain, but within four or 
tive jumps ofthe busy camp. We founda 

trooper sitting on the bank of a little stream, 
and asked him for a drink of water. 
He banded us his canteen, which he had just 
tilled, from which we drank heartily. Rid- 
ing our horses on up the stream we found a 
body lying slimy and bloated in apuddle of 
water that oozed into the creek. As we had 
been aceustomed to horrible sightsand smells, 
we did not get sick, but felt squeamish the 
rest of the day, and dreamed of that body all 
night. It is said that the Chilians lost 
about four thousandin killed, while the Pe- 
ruvians lost about eight thousand. At Chor- 
rillas the Chilians learned that the canteens 
of the enemies were filled with rum. So 
every one they caught they killed as quick as 
possible and drank his liquor. Soon that 
part of the division were drunk, and fighting 
like devils, and many savage deeds were com- 
mitted that night. The Peruvians had pro- 
tected their line by a ditch and sand-bags, 
and the Chinamen are doing a good business 
emptying the bags and seiling them.

EDITORIAL RELIGION. 
Beliefs of the Great Men Who Mold 
Eastern Opinion. 

New York Letzer to Cincinnati Gazette. 

All editors ought to be menof piety in the 
noblest sense of the word. They doso much 
toward forming opinion and molding public 
sentiment, that ahigh degree of conscient- 
iousness should accompany so important an 
office. It is a pleasure to observe the fact that 
the profession generally aims atthe truth, 
and, though sometimes carried away by poli- 
tical excitement, it is generally on the side of 
virtue. The only exception to these general 
remarks wasfound in the senior Bennett. 
who never seemed conscious. of moral influ- 
ence. He was at Ishmaclite, whose hand was 
against everytbing that bore the mark of virtue. 

is, indeed, was the leading point in his 
character. Whitelaw Reid was bred a 
Presbyterian, and I have never heard that he 
bas changed his convictions. He is an attend- 
ant of John Hall’s church, whieh also includes 
Bonner, the millionaire of the Ledger. Bon- 
neris now President of the Board of Trus- 
tees, and hence may be considered one of the 
leading men of that immense congregation. 
John R. G. Hazzard, of the Tribune, isa 
toman Catholic, and has a pew in St. 
Stephen’s Church, which is the most fasbion- 
able of that denomination, next to the 
eatbedral. Tom Connery, managing editor 
of the Herald, was brought upin the same 
faith. Watson R. Sperry, managing editor of 
the Evening Post, is the son of Methodist 
preacher. 

Manton Marble, former owner and editor of 
the World, was brought up a Baptist, and at 
one time was expected to enter the ministry 
of that church. Edward Eggleston, formerly 
of the Independent, is a Methodist, and isa 
capital writer. James Gordon Bennett is 
nominallv a Romaa Catholic, but his life has 
thus far shown but little regard for religion 
in any shape. Hugh Hastings, of the Com- 
mercial, is also a Romanist. Montgomery 
Schuyler, of the World, is an Episcopalian. 
William C. Prime, of the Journal of Com- 
merce, being son of a Presbyterian clergyman 
and brother of the “Irenzns’’ of the Observ- 
er, May very reasonably follow the same faith. 
Dana, of the Sun, was a member of the Brook 
Farm Association (Ripleylwas another), and 
has been of the “‘liberai’”’ method of thinking. 
He bas never made any preténsion to piety. 
Inj order, however, to assist the popularity 
of his paper with the Rofhish element, he 
favors the latter in his paper. 

Our men of learning vary according to the 
views which they are expected to teach. 
Princeton contains a college and a seminary, 
beth under Presbyterian patronage. The 
President of the former is McCosh, who bas 
become very popular. The latter is chiefly 
controlled by Prof. Hodge, whose father 
stood at the head of what is called “old 
school divinity’? in that — of the country. 
He is deeply versed in this pursuit, being an, 
accomplished linguist and a thorough 
student. The Episcopal Church has a divini- 
ty school in this city, but its professors. are 
ritualistic, which some people con- 
sider shallow. One sg of the most 
learned men (in languages) in this city is 
Howard Crosby, who is an accomplished 
Greek scholar. New York, however, is rather 
a city of commerce than of —— It con- 
tains a Presbyterian Seminary of highly re- 
spectable character and several education 
establishments, one of which is Columbia 
College, which is at best a second rate affair. 
It has the distinction, however, of having 
rraduated some of our richest men, such as 
James Lenox and William B. Astor. The 
above mentioned Presbyterian Seminary re- 
ceived some time ago $100,000 from ex-Gov. 
Morgan for a library, and the gift has recente 
ly been repeated in order to assist in the pur- 
chase of a more suitable building site. 


Our Swiss Immigrants. 
From the New York Times. 

The German-speaking cantons of Switzer- 
loud are sending forth an army of emigrants 
not less remarkable than that which is eseap- 
ing from low wages and military exactions in 
Germany itself. Two hundred emigrants re- 
cently left Zurich by one train, and at the sta- 
tion were gathered nearly 2,000 of their kins- 
folk and neighbors to bid them good-by. The 
sharp necessity which drove them from their 
old homes hada keener edge from the fact 
thata train had arrived at the same station 
that very day bringing a large force 
of Italian laborers, whop of course, work for 
what others would regard a miserable pit- 
tance. Leading articles in the Swiss press 
have recently called the attention of the 
Federal Council tothis condition of affairs, 
and urged the consideration of measures to 
remove the cause of the exodus. But itis not 
evident that this removal of men and women 
who cannot earn a living at home is to be re- 
garded as altogether a misfortune to the 
Swiss Republic, Certainly this country will 
not objeet to receiving its share of an indus- 
trious and honest population; especially 
since, underthe new law which is about 
going into effect, the paupers and convicts 
who threatened to become a serious burden 
will have to stay at home.

Training—Lessons in Self-Restraint 
3 Punishments. 


From the London News. 

The soldicr’s education commences from 
the moment when he sets foot in barracks. 
As he is a mere boy, and might feel cock-a- 
whoop about his uniform, he is not allowed 
to go and swagger about the town alone. Dur- 
ing six weeks be remains in charge of a 
gefreite, who acts as his monitor. The 
gefreite is either a corporal or an old soldier 
—that is, one who has served at least two 
years and is known for his steadiness. Four 
recruits are put under him, aud he is requir- 
ed toinstruct them in regimental customs, 
etiquette, rules; to show them how their 
cots are to be made up, to point out and name 
the officers to them—in fact, todo them all 
the friendly offices possible. When the day’s 
duties are over the gefreite generally takes 
his pupils out for a walk inthe town, warns 
them of what piaces they must 
avoid, tells them where they may go, teaches 
them how to walk, whom to salute, ete., and 

revents them from squandering their money. 

lis services are given quite gratuitously. 
They are a token of the confidence which his 
superiors place in him—and he must not ne- 
cept so much as a glass of beer in remunera- 
tion for them. All these provisions are most 
wise, and the necessity for them will be read- 
ily understood. Germany is a poor country, 
and it is bard enough for persons of the lower 
classes to see their sons compelled to serve in 
the army without their having to feel that 
these boys will learn extravagant and vicious 
habitsin the regiment. On the contrary, 
German parents have the great comfort of 
knowing that their sons will learn nothing 
but what is good in the army. Anyone who 
has seen German soldiers walking about the 
streets must have been struck with their in- 
variable good conduct, their gentleness, civ- 
ility and sobriety. Sucha thing as a drunken 
soldier is no more to be met with thana 
drunken clergyman. Night brawling, riots 
in houses of iil-fame, rufflanly impertinences 
to Women—things common enough in some 
armies—meet with no indulgence at all at 
the hands of German others and sergeants. 
The French ofticer fancies be has no business 
to supervise tae morals of his men; he would 
indeed be laughed at by Lis brother ofiicers 
if he attempted to do so, and improper inti- 
macies with the other sex are regarded by 
him as the most venal of peccadilloes. 
the consequence is that the streets 
round every French barracks teem a whole 
population of loose women, who are 
the soldier’s ruin, driving bim to drink, extort 
money from bis triends on false pretenses, 
break rules and some times steal. There is 
nothing of this kind in connection with the 
German barracks. A German soldier who ® 
known to have contracted blamable intimacies 
is pulled up short by his sergeant before the 
mischief can go — far. If the lad is not to 
be cured of his folly, very strong measures 
will be taken with him, and perhaps he will 
be sent off toa garrison hundreds of miles 
away. Insum, the object of the German 
officers is to place themselves towards their 
men in loco parentis, in order that when the 
soldier returns to his home his friends 
may be able to say that he has vastly im- 
roved in every respect. The veneration 
or the uniliorm 18 inculcated with 
such care that a recruit becomes penetrated 
with it almost at once, and dismissal from the 
army is accounted a mortal disgrace which 
leaves the delinquent no option but to go 
awav- from his — Thieves, deserters. 
e drunkards, are sen- 
tenced to stiff terms of imprisonment, but are 
never permitted to serve again when their 
terms of punishment have expired; nor is any 
lad who has been sentenced to imprisonment 
by the civil courts before the age of 17 allow- 
ed toenterthe army. The recruit who joins 
must have a blameless record, besides being 
sound of mind and limb. As to this, it must 
be remarked that the medical examination of 


intended recruits takes place before the con- 


scription, not after it, as in France; and the 


doctors are very particular in passing none 


who, from physical infirmities, would Le like-

escaped military service simply by drawing 


exemption numbers at the conscription, it is 


too readily taken or granted by the people 


that a man Who has not served must have 
done something wrong or have some blemish 


in his body.

Retrospective revelations are the order of 
the day in literature.

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THE JEFFERSON AVENUE LINE. 


A Franchise Which Fails to Satisfy the 
Company in All Respects. 


The capitalists most interested in the Jef- 
ferson Avenue Street Railroal enterprise are 
not satisfied with the franchise as created at 
the last session of the Municipal Assembly. 
It contains a provison requiring an extension 
southward to Arsenal street within three 


years, and some other features which render 
it very doubtful whether the company will 
uccept it.

Two men in this city control four street 
railroads. They control them as absolutely 
as if they were little monarchs. They could 
stop the strike any minute. They are the 
head and front of the combined street rail- 
roads of this city, and whatever they would 
concede would immediately and in- 
vitably be followed by the other 
lines. They are, indirectly, almost person- 
ally responsible for the strike thus 
far. They will be chiefly responsible if it 
continues, and for whatever consequences 
there may be. These twomen are ERASTUS 
WELLS and JOHN H. MAxon. They should 
remember the heavy responsibility they as- 
sume inthis matter. They should remember 
the large interests they have in the city out- 
side of street railroads. They should remem- 
ber their connection with other favyora- 
ble franchises of the city. They. should 
remember that they cannot afford to fight 
public opinion or forfeit public respect. They 
should remember that the real force they 
have to contend ugainstis not that of con- 
ductors and drivers, but that of public senti- 
ment, They should remember that if public 
sentiment were only half as strong with them 
as itis against them, a strike would have 
been utterly impossible. 

And why is it that the public is so strongly 
against the companies’ Simply because the 
companies have for years shown a disregard 
of the comfort and convenience of the public; 
simply because the patient public have for 
vears inwardly growled and grumbled 
at their treatment by these com- 
panies who were growing richer and 
richer in their sight and at their hands about 
in the same proportion as it became impos- 
sible to obtain a seat or even standing room 
at the principal time of travel. 

This is retributive justice. A German 
adage says that as one shoutsinthe woods 
the woods shout back to him.

CONTRIVANCES for consuming smoke have 
been in use in England for many years, anda 
number of manufacturing establishments in 
this country have found economy in apptying 
various devices to insure perfect combustion. 
It is estimated that fully one-fifth of the 
heating power of coal is lost in St. Louis by 
the loose and careless way in which our fur- 
naces are fed, to say nothing about the dam- 
age done by smoke and soot to everything in 
the city. Since smoke consumption is feasi- 
ble there should be no difficulty is doing away 
with the horrible nuisance which, combined 
with the dust, makes life in St. Louis an end- 
less!penance. In most cities every attempt to 
do away with the smoke pest has been ren- 
dered abortive by the rivalry between the 
owners of smoke-consumers. To secure a 
munidipal indorsment has been the aim of 
every inventor and patentee, and this has led 
to much corruption and unseemly wrang- 
ling. The City Council of Chicago has 
taken hold of the matter in a wise spirit. An 
ordinance has been passed, to take effect on 
May 1, under which every chimney inthe 
city given tothe belching of smoke and soot 
will become a nuisance and the owner of the 
property will be subject to prosecution. This 
is the way to get at the trouble. Declare the 
smoke-stacks nuisances and let the man who 
runs the furnance find a method for consum- 
ing his smoke. It might be well to wait and 
see how the experiment works in Chicago. If 
the plan is a success we shall certainly insist 
on having St. Louis brought under its benign 
operations.

The Other Side of the Strike. 

The public are entitled to know the attitude 
of the street railroad companies, represented 
by the undersigned, toward the present strike 
of drivers and conductors. The strike, like 
all strikes, involves the convenience of the 
public and the safety of life and property. It 
affects, in some degree, every member of this 
community. And the undersigned have given 
to it, and the interests affected by it and the 
consequences involved in it, full and temperate 
consideration. And they have reached the 
conclusion that the demand made upon the re- 
spective companies ought not to be, and 
therefore, cannot be, conceded. Prominent 
among the reasons leading to this determina- 
tion are the following: 

It has always been the policy and practice of 
the companies to deal justly with their em- 
ployes, giving them as high wages, affording 
them as permanent employment and as short 
hours as the condition of the business and the 
demands of the public for early and late cars 
would permit. No man has ever been em- 
ployed under any misapprehention, either as 
to his wages or his hours. No man has ever 
been required to work a day longer than he 
chose. 

The same demand has been made by those 
engaged in the strike upon all the companies, 
while it is well known to them and the public 
what might be possible to one company would 
be impossible to others. 

The compensation charged their patrons by 
the companies is arbitrarily fixed by law. No 
power exists, as in case of manufactories and 
other enterprises, whereby the companies can 
enable the sympathies of their patrons or the 
public to aid an increase of wagesor a diminu- 
tion of hours of employes by increasing the 
fare charged passengers. 

The average day of conductor and driver 
does not exceed fifteen hourson any road, 
while on some it is less. Extra men are always 
provided, soas to relieve any employe tempo- 
rarily, or on a given day or part ofa day, and 
this day may be Sunday if the party chooses. 
The man so relieved does not forego anything 
except his pay for the absent time. 

The average time required of employes is no 
greater than that of alarge percentage of the 
men and women in this country who are 
obliged to labor. The observation and experi- 
ence of every man will confirm this statement. 

The work required is very much lighter than 
that performed by laboring men. No violent 
physical exertion is required, and no such ex- 
postures as are incident to most forms of out 
door labor. Anda large majority of the men 
employed are either unfitted for or are un- 
willing to do the labor which laboriag men are 
required to perform, either on farms or in 
towns and cities. 

he wages paid are higher than the same 
men, asa class, could command in other av- 
enues, ani considered far better because the 
employment is steady. Moreover, the labor 
required is in no sense skilled labor. The oc- 
cupation is not a ‘‘trade.’’ Previous training 
is not required or demanded. Age has no such 
bearing on the question of employment or no 
employment as usually confronts this class of 
employes in other work. 

The city is at all times full of men anxiously 
seeking these positions. They have always 
been regarded as places to be sought after by 
men wanting or desiring work and familiar 
with the hours andthe pay. The work being 
light and within the capacity of any man will- 
ing and able to work at all, and the wages 
high and payment prompt and regular, and 
the job a steady one, the officers of the com- 
panies are always besieged by persons anxious 
to secure the positions. And suchis the case 
now, provided men can be allowed 
to take the work of thei choice 
and pursue it in peace and safety. 

The companies do not think they have any 
greater right to object to this strike than citi- 
zens generally. They do regret it because of 
the inconvenience it causes temporarily, and 
because further they do not believe their em- 
ployescan do so well in any other employ- 
ment. But if the men think they can, no one 
has any right to object to their trying it. A 
full supply of men who want work, and are of 
opinion, knowing all the facts, that their pres- 
ent condition will be greatly advanced if al- 
lowed to fill the places made vacant by the re- 
tiring men, are ready and anxious to goto 
work. Many of tne men heretofore in the em- 
ploy of these companies, who have not quit, 
are also anxious to be allowed to work. And 
all that the companies expect or ask is simply 


that they may be allowed to continue their 


business the same as any individuala part of 
whose employes have chosen to leave his ser- 
vice because of an opinion that they ought to 
have more pay or less hours than he thinks he 
ought to give, and that they be protected in so 
doing. Certain of the employes of the compa- 
nies have seen fit to quit their service. Many 
stand ready totake their places. All that 
the companies propose, or have proposed, 
is simply to pay off those who do not 
desire to stay and employ others to succeed 
them. Andin doing thisthe undersigned ask 
nothing further than that their property shall 
be protected from injury or destruction and 
that men who desire to work, and are perfectly 
contented and jsatisfied with both pay and 
time, shall be allowed to work in peace and 
safety. This much the law owes every prop- 
erty-owner and every man who desires an op- 
portunity to earn his living on terms which he 
freely and gladly accepts. This much every 
member of this community is bound to insist 
upon as due to himself as well as to others. 
Public sentiment, properly guided, cannot 
stop short of this.

EVANGELICAL ALLIANCE, 


Regular Meeting and Discussion of the Sun- 
day School Question. 


A regular meeting of the Evangelical Alliance 
of the Potestant Clergy was held this morning 
at the rooms of the Young Men’sChristian As- 
sociation. Dr. Goodell presided, and the at- 
tendance was abeve the average. The special 


subject for discussion was: The tendency of 
the Sunday School, as now conducted, to keep 
children and teachers from Sabbath worship, 
and to deplete the Sabbath congregations.’’ 
The consideration of this subject 
was entered into quite energeti- 
cally and nearly everybody present took 
in the discussion. All admitted that there 
was something wrong with the present method 
of managing Sunday Schools as an adjunct to 
the Church, but few could suggest a practical 
remedy. 

Dr. Tudor said that when he was a boy they 
used to hold the Sunday Schoolinthe church, 
and when it was over, the entire school, head- 
ed by their superintendent, filed into the gal- 
lery and sat there during worship. He thought 
this could still be done. It would require self- 
denial on the part of the teachers, who 
in looking after the children would hear but 
little ofthe sermon. He had no sympathy 
with the idea that the Sunday School was suf- 
ficient and that church was too confining. 
Ile recalled nothing of the kind in his own ex- 
perience. 

Dr. Goodell said it was no worse for children 
to be confined three hours on Sunday or week 
days at school. All was lost unless the 
habit of church-going was fixed upon the Sab- 
bath School scholar. He himself had had 
twenty seats reserved in the gallery of his 
church for teachers and scholars and they were 
invited regularly to occupy them. 

Dr. Felton thought that rivalry between 
Mission Sunday Schools, trivial music, trivial 
literature etc., had alienated the Sunday 
School from the church of late years. 

Dr. Marshall questioned the possibility of 
popularizing church hymns with Sunday 
Schools. He thought the trouble was with the 
home training. A boom'' was needed in 
home training. 

Dr. Lewis also thought the home influence 
was responsible. There should be home prayers. 

The other views advanced were of about the 
same tenor as those given, and no result was 
reached.

Statue. ' 


Speech of President Garfield in Accept- 
ing the Monument. 


WASHINGTON, D.C., April 25.—To-day the 
statue of the late Admiral Farragũt will be un- 
veiled with imposing ceremonies. The city 
presents a gala appearance. Numerous houses 
along Pennsylvania avenue are decorated with 


bunting, and the portico of the Executive Man- 


sion isttastefully draped with the national Ccol- 
ors. Three large stands for the President, 
Cabinet, orators and invited guests have been 
erected on three sides of the statue, and are 
profusely ornamented with flags, while the 
stately mansions fronting tbe park on either 
side are festooned and draped with streamers 
and flags of every nation. 


The procession formed at lla. m. in the 
neighborhood of the Capitol. At12o0’clocka 
gun was fired by the Naval Artillery, and the 
procession moved ina columnof companies 
trom the Capitol by way of Pennsylvania avenue 
to Fifteenth street to Pennsylvania avenue, 
and Connecticut avenue and Farragut Square. 
When the head of the column reached Fif- 
teenth street a gun was fired by the Naval 
Saluting Battery stationed in Lafayette Square 
as a signal to notify the President and Cabinet 
to proceed to the square. On ar- 
riving at the park the Cadets of the 
naval division massed on the west side, the 
army division on the north side. 

Long betore the procession arrived atthe 
equare the gaily festooned stands were filled 
to their utmost capacity, with the exception 
of those reserved for the Presidential party,

THE CEREMONY OF UNVEILING THE STATUE 
took place. The admirals’ flag was displayed 


and the several bands beat four rufiles, the 
trumpets sounding four flourishes. 
The duty of unveiling the statue 


was entrusted to Quartermaster Knowles, who 
had held the position of Quartermaster upon 
Farraguts’ flagship at the time of the historic 
battle in Mobile Bay and the man who lashed 
Farragut tothe mast. At the moment of un- 
veiling an admiral’s salute of seventeen guns 
was fired in Lafayette Square, the troops 
presenting arms at the first gun and coming to 
u Carry atthe last. Then Secretary Hunt ap- 
proached the speakers’ stand and introduced 
President Garfield ,in the following words; 
Ladies and gentlemen. I have the pleasure to 
introduce to youthe President of the United 
states who will accept on behalf 
Of the nation this statue of our IUustrious 
wal hero. N 
resident Garfield was greeted with loud ap- 
puause and spoke in a loud, clear voice as fol- 
iows: 

Fellow citizens—It is the singular providence 
of art to break down the limitations which sep- 
arate generations of men from each other and 
nllow those of the past generations to 
b> comrades and associates of those now 
ving. This capital is silently being filled up 
with the heroes of other times. The men of 
three wars have taken their placesin silent 
eloquence as guardians and guards ot the 
nation they loved so well, and as the years 
pass on these squares and public places will 
be rendered more and more populous,§§Jmore 
and more eloquent by the presence ol dead 
heroes of other days from all quarters of the 
country, from all generations ofits life,frem all 
portions of its service. These heroes come by 
the ministry and mystery of art to take their 
places and stand as permanent guardians 
of our nation’s glory. To-day we come 
to hail this hero who comes trom the sea, daun 
from the shrouds of his flagship. wreathed 
with the smoke and glory ot victory, bringin: 
sixty years of national life an! honor to take 
his place as an honored compatriot and per- 
petual guidance of his rat on’s glory.

River at Omaha Has Reached Its Highest 
Point and Expected to Fall.

OMAHA, Neb., April 25.—The river stands 
this morning about the same height as yester- 
day morning, 22feet8 inches. It fell slightly 
vesterday, but radsed aninch or two during 
the night, probably owing to the heavy 
showers which fell about midnight.

Gus Williams 
and Roland Reed’s theatrical companies cross- 
ed on Saturday and Sunday and 
passengers are crossing continually. The 
Union Pacific is reopened West and also 
to Lincoln. Thousands of people lined the 
banks of the river yesterday as the majestic 
sweep of the swollen torrent constitutes a 
magnificent spectacle. The reliable line east 
just now is the Wabasb, which still manages to 
keep its trains running. Weather cool and 
pleasant to-day. 


The River. 

During the twenty-fours preceding 10 o’clock 
this morring the river rose here twelve inches, 
and from Saturday night up to the same time 
the rise wastwofeet. To-day the rise is con- 
tinuing but at a much slower rate. Near the 
bridge it will take now only three feet more of 
water to bring the water to the pavement edge. 
There is of course great danger that the water 
will break through into the bottom on the other 
side and flood East St. Louis asin the years of 
the great treshets. 

The place where the greatest danger exists 
is at Madison, sixteen miles above here on the 
liliinois shore. The levee there is only two or 
three feet above the water now, and when it 
gives way the whole American bottom will be 
flooded. There is also danger just above the 
bead of Bloody Island. There is water now in 
piuces above here right a to the Chicago and 
\lton Railroad track. There is considerable 
arm in East St. Louis at the prospect.
